The estimated 950.000 voters ex­ 
pected to cast ballots in the Dem­ 
ocratic and Republican primary is 
less than a sixth of Ohio’s poten­ 
tial electorate. 
It was raining in Cleveland, Co­ 
lumbus, Cincinnati and many oth­ 
er points in the state as the polls 
opened. E l s e w h e r e skies are 
cloudy. Generally cool tempera­ 
tures prevailed. 
Prime interest is in the Repub­ 
lican 
and Democratic governor 
races. Republican voters had a 
two-way choice for their nominee, 
but Democratic voters were con­ 
fronted by a list of seven aspir­ 
ants. 
Nominations also were on tap 
for all o*her elective state offices 
except that of state auditor. 
Generally cloudy and cool weath- j 
er was the forecast for primary! 
election day. Polls opened at 7:30 
a m., EDT, and will close at 7:30 
p.m. 
Nominees for U.S. senator also 
are being selected, but neither in­ 
cumbent 
Republican 
John 
W. 
Bricker nor Democrat Stephen M. 
Young has opposition. Voters also 
will nominate candidates for Ohio's 
23 congressional seats. 
The race for the GOP nomina­ 
tion for governor seemingly is a 
singular affair. The name of Cin­ 
cinnati’s Charles P. Taft is on the 
ballot as an opponent of first-term 
Gov. C. William O’Neill of Mari­ 
etta. But Taft has announced he 
is supporting O’Neill, and Taft’s 
friends have been campaigning 
hard for him. The Cincinnatian 
was the 1952 gubernatorial nomi- j 


O’Neill suffered a mild heart at­ 
tack Jan. 22, but apparently has 
fully recovered. 
The Democratic race for the 
gubernatorial nod has no such un­ 
usual aspects. Apparently attract­ 
ed by new four-year terms for 
state officials, six men and one 
woman are in the contest. They 
are:

Police, Fire 
Forces Will 
Be Expanded 


Blacktopped Streets 
To Be Coated; 3 New 
Vehicles Planned 


Eight pieces of legislation to im­ 
plement a general municipal im­ 
provement program were enacted 
by Council Monday night, includ­ 
ing an ordinance to add 14 men 
to the fire and police depart* 
mentsr 
The action launches the city on 
the initial phases of a comprehen­ 
sive long-range program recom­ 
mended by Mayor Fred P. Lawr­ 
ence and the Council finance com­ 
mittee early in April in a report 
advocating enactment of a mu­ 
nicipal income tax. 
Addition of the men to the 2 
safety departments will raise the 
city’s payroll by Ji>56,784 annually, 
as the rank and file firemen and 
patrolmen now draw $4,056 a year 
under a new scale that went into 
effect May I. 
The improvement legislation giv­ 
en approval last night provides 
for: 
Addition of 9 patrolmen to the 
police force, boosting the depart­ 
ment from 22 to 31 at an annual 
cost of $36,504 for wages. 
Hiring of 5 additional firemen, 
increasing the force from 28 to 33 
at a yearly expenditure of $20,280. 
Seal-coating of 52,000 
square 
yards of existing blacktop pave­ 
ment to protect it against weather 
damage at an outlay of approxi­ 
mately $10,500. 
A contract to spread 40,000 gal­ 
lons of road oil on unsurfaced city 
streets to keep down dust in sum­ 
mer—enough to cover all dirt thor­ 
oughfares and most alleys that are 
accessible to the equipment. 
Purchase of a 1,000-g a 11 o n 
spreader truck with which the city 
can handle at its own low-cost 
street surfacing program in the 
future, instead of letting the jobs 
out to contractors. 
Purchase of three new vehicles 
—a police cruiser, a three-quarter 
ton pickup truck for the inciner­ 
ator department and a half-ton 
pickup for use of the new full­ 
time dog warden. 
Another $6,400 is provided for 
better equipment, supplies and

Bullet Wounds 
Klondyke Boy 


Cartridge Explodes 
When Hit With Rock 


A 14-year-old Klondyke boy suf­ 
fered a bullet wound of the left 
thigh about 8:30 Monday n i g h t 
when a cartridge exploded as an­ 
other youth struck it with a rock 
while a crowd of eight was at play 
around a fire in Marshalls Bottom. 
Philip Smith, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur G. Smith, 1800 Michigan 
Ave., is in “fairly good” condition 
today at City Hospital. The family 
said X-Rays were taken at the hos­ 
pital last night, but no lodged bul­ 
let could be found, indicating the 
boy may have been struck a glanc­ 
ing blow. 
Police first heard of the wound­ 
ing when the youth was taken to 
the hospital. He told officers he 
was playing around the fire at 
Marshalls Bottom with four friend* 
—Kenneth Adkins, Larry Snyder, 
James Palmer and Bob Fone—and 
three other unidentified youths. 
One of the unidentified boys wa* 
striking bullets with rocks when 
a cartridge exploded and the pro­ 
jectile struck him in the thigh, 
young Smith related. The three 
boys disappeared in the direction 
of the river, he said. 
Marshalls Bottom is a small res­ 
idential district lying below street 
level at Pennsylvania Ave. a n d 
Elizabeth St., opposite N e v i l l e 
School. The family said the cali­ 
ber of the bullet that struck the 
boy has not been determined. 
The injured boy went to a near­ 
by home, where a man volunteered 
to take him to the hospital in a 
private car.

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Americans Remember Pearl Harbor 


Walter Lippmann points to a “Pearl Har­ 
bor complex” as the thing blocking poten­ 
tial agreement with Russia. Having been the 
victim of a sneak punch that hung it on the 
ropes once, the United States is afraid to 
drop its guard. 
In this frame of mind, it cannot take Rus­ 
sia at its word on any promise, rhere exists 
between the United States and Russia, as 
Secretary 
General 
Dag 
Hammarskjold 
phrases it, a “crisis of trust from which all 
mankind is suffering at the present juncture.” 
Mr. Lippman suggests the crisis might be 
broken if the United States would quit re­ 
membering Pearl Harbor singlemindedly and 
pay attention to the reasons that Russia would 
not try to put over a sneak punch; chiefly, 
the balance of military power that would 
make another Pearl Harbor foolhardy. 
He refers here to the retaliatory 
blow 
which the United States would strike. This 
nullifies the Pearl Harbor danger, he 
be­ 
lieves. It would be silly for the Kremlin to 
risk such a thing, because it would be hurt­ 
ing itself. 
Mr. Lippmann has overlooked two things 
about this country’s Pearl Harbor complex: 
I. It was silly for Japan to risk such a 
thing, too. The weight of logic was against 
its Pearl Harbor attack. Had it obeyed logic, 
it would have stayed out of World War II 
and asserted domination over Asia while Rus­ 
sia and the Western Allies were busy else­ 


where. Instead, Japan obeyed an impulse of 
military insanity by starting a war it could 
not win. 
2. Russia also “remembers Pearl Harbor ** 
Its first Pearl Harbor was Port Arthur, tar­ 
get of an earlier Japanese sneak attack in 
the Russo-Japanese war. Its second was Nazi 
Germany’s sneak attack in World War II. 
Every American knows his country fights 
only in self - defense and never has waged 
a war of aggression. But not every Russian 
politician and militarist knows there is no 
cause, therefore, to fear the United States, 
nor does every U.S. policy-maker know there 
is no cause, therefore, to fear Russia. 
Neither country can drop its guard while 
policy-makers in both countries “remember 
Pearl Harbor.” particularly in the United 
States, where governments are accountable 
to the people. 
It is not the United States alone that re­ 
members Pearl Harbor. Russia, too. has rea­ 
son to fear the unexpected blow struck in 
the hope of paralyzing the retaliatory power 
of a strong enemy — even when the blow 
proves by hindsight to have been an act of 
insanity. 
This is why proposals for “open sky” 
agreements and Arctic inspection would be 
momentous. They would minimize fear 
of 
surprise attack, while giving each country 
assurance of the other’s willingness to make 
and keep a promise.

In Hie Bottom Of A Market Basket 
Unions Have Budget Worries, Too 


The Grocery Manufacturers of America has 
gone to bat against the accusation that the 
spread between farm prices and retail prices 
is growing suspiciously wide. 
It wants consumers to understand what 
causes the spread. 
First, the improvement in food itself ac­ 
counts for part of the spread—which in 1957 
was from $400 in prices paid to farmers to 
$1,000 in prices paid by consumers. 
But the biggest components in the spread 
are labor costs, transportation and taxes— 
about 75 per cent of the postwar increase 
in food costs. 
Food industry profits, on the other hand, 
have been absorbing the rising cost of food. 
They have declined from a prewar rate of 
6 cents of each consumer dollar to about 
3 cents. 
The Grocery Manufacturers of America 
wants to make it clear that profits cannot 
be held responsible for the rising cost of 
food. At the same time, it does not apologize 


for w’hat food costs, because whatever part 
of the cost cannot be charged to labor, taxes 
and transportation represents improvement 
in food processing and distribution. 
No one wants to go back to the time when 
meat was bought on the hoof and flour came 
out of a barrel, when vegetables were ob­ 
tainable only in season and preparation of a 
meal was an all-day job by an experienced 
cook. “Spread,” as defined by the manu­ 
facturers of groceries, “is the payment for 
a series of values added by processing, pack­ 
aging and distributing. Without spread, our 
steak would be standing in an Iowa feed lot, 
our cranberry sauce would be in a bog on 
Cape Cod, and our citrus juice would be on 
trees in Florida or California. Spread helps 
to build markets for farm products and pro­ 
vides valuable services to consumers. It is 
a positive, value-adding, market-creating force 
from wrhich all Americans benefit and it 
helps make our country the best fed nation 
in the world.” 


Farewell To The Featherbed 


One blunt sentence stands out in the report 
on railroads by the Sc- ate subcommittee that 
has been studying ways to help the trans­ 
portation industry’. Congressional reports are 
not usually so outspoken. 
In the course of listing many changes that 
could be made in law and procedure to ease 
the financial problems of railroads, the sub­ 
committee lists a change that should be 
made in the attitude of railroad workers. 
“The brotherhoods should realize,” it de­ 
clares. “that if the railroads should go under, 
the federal government is not going to take 
over uneconomic railroads and continue to 
operate them in an uneconomic fashion. If 
bankruptcy results in government operation, 
it is clear that there will be fewer jobs than 
at present in the railroad industry’. The sub­ 
committee urges that railroad labor cooper­ 
ate in proceedings designed to strengthen 
the economic position of the railroads.” 
These are strong words for politicians. 
They refer to practices that have been forced 
on railroad management contrary to good 
management principles by their organized 
employes, in some cases with the authority 
of law. 
While it may be questioned whether gov­ 
ernment operation of railroads would uproot 
the practices as handily as the subcommittee 
suggests, there would be a great public clam­ 
or against them if they had to be subsidized 
by public funds. 
At least a clear warning has been issued 
by a group of U.S. senators that feather­ 
bedding is on the defensive, along with all 
the other things that have dramatized the 
plight of an essential industry trapped by

Then came the toughest decision 
for labor leaders—firings. It was 
decided that about 150 staff mem­ 
bers had to go. Someone said, 
however, that 50 of these jobs could 
be saved if the staff members in 
the lower echelons also took a 
voluntary IO per cent cut. 
Just about now the staff should 
be receiving letters from Reuther 
or secretary-treasurer Emil Mazey 
asking them to shear their salaries 
unless some staff men have some 
serious problems preventing them 
from cutting their income now. 
These notes are going to the 
“junior executives” and not to sec­ 
retaries, typists, file clerks or oth­ 
er operational employes. But, here 
too, layoffs are coming.

If you were born and raised in 
a backward or recently liberated 
country, which would seem to hold 
out to you a good life faster; the 
American way of living or the 
Communist? 
One of this country’s greatest 
and 
most critical problems—in 
giving aid and encouragement to 
the backward and liberated na­ 
tions—is in persuading them to 
take the Western road. 
Over the weekend President Ei­ 
senhower emphasized the impor­ 
tance to the United States of non­ 
communist countries everywhere: 
“There is not a person in the Unit­ 
ed States that is not affected ev­ 
ery single day by what happens 
in Africa, in Far Asia, in Europe 
and all of South America. We are 
no longer’ independent economic 
units.” 
Allen Dulles, the best informed 
American on what the Soviets are 
up to, recently stuck his finger 
into the middle of the problem 
in a talk to the 46th annual meet­ 
ing of the U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce. 
Dulles is the brother of Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles. As head of 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
he has agents all over the world 
reporting back on Communist ac­ 
tivities everywhere. 
He said: “For some reason the 
recently liberated countries seem 
to feel that the Kremlin has found 
a new and magic formula for 
quick industrialization which is a 
hallmark of becoming a modern 
state. . . .” 
In this country, with its long 
tradition and practice of democ­ 
racy and its gradually modified 
form of capitalism, people have 
no trouble choosing between the 
freedom and fruits of democracy 


communism on 
on one side and 
the other. 
But the people of this country 
have achieved their present indus­ 
trial, social and scientific emi­ 
nence and their living standards 
after many years of effort. 
At the same time the best ex­ 
ample of a backward country 
which has made the most prog­ 
ress fastest is the Soviet Union. 
Now put yourself in the position 
of a native of a backward coun­ 
try which has had no long tradi­ 
tion of democracy or personal 
freedom. 
Assume, too, that you want for 
yourself and your children food, 
jobs, a good home, 
education, 
medical care a<* fast as possible. 
The United States isn’t promising 
miracles overnight but the Com­ 
munists are. Which would you 
choose? 
This is what Dulles says: “Mos­ 
cow’s foreign aid program has 
particular appeal in the undevel­ 
oped countries because Russia un­ 
til so recently was an undeveloped 
country itself. . . . 
“They recognize American eco­ 
nomic and industrial leadership in 
the world but they feel that the 
democratic process of' economic 
development may be too slow. 
“Soviet 
propaganda 
charges 
that it took the West 150 years 
to achieve industrially what the 
Soviets have built in a genera­ 
tion. 
In 
the 
newly developing 
countries the drive for economic 
betterment has become a crusade, 
not always based on reason. 
“Also these countries feel that 
we in the United States are far 
ahead of them and that while 
they may aspire eventually to an 
economy something like that of 
the Soviet Union, they cannot in 
the foreseeable future hope to 
reach the high standards of living 
of this country.”

But what the 
critics of the David Lawrence 
Supreme Court really want is for 
the “umpire" to stick to his job 
of watching the ball and abiding 
by the rules. They don’t think ifs 
the umpire’s duty to make new 
rules or to tell the manager of 
the club, for instance, just when 
he can put in a different pitcher. 
They don’t like to see an umpire 
deciding that, when a ball drops 
outside the foul line, it is a foul 
for one team but, when the other 
team hits the ball into exactly the 
same spot, it isn’t a foul at all. 
In other words, the fans don’t 
want to see the umpire moving 
the foul line around to suit him­ 
self. 
That’s essentially what the dis­ 
pute is about as the Supreme 
Court ignores the rules 
of the 
game repeatedly anc makes up its 
own rules that 
are then 
pro­ 
claimed as binding on everybody 
—even to the point of telling Con­ 
gress what 
questions 
may 
be 
asked in formal hearings through 
which its committees seek to get 
information to guide them in writ­ 
ing new law’s. 
Also, in a baseball game, every­ 
body know’s who the umpire is. 
He appears in full uniform and he 
has a rule book to go by. In the 
Supreme Court's work, it isn't al­ 
ways possible to know who the 
umpire happens to be. 


THUS EVERY justice has two 
law clerks and the chief justice 
has four. These assistants don’t 
have to be confirmed by the 
Senate. 
They are not supposed to be 
judges. Yet they perform some of 
the work of the Supreme Court 
justices, especially in connection 
with what are known as “writs of 
certiorari.” These are petitions to 
the Supreme Court to grant an ap­ 
peal from the lower courts. If the 
writ is denied, there’s no appeal. 
It means a final judicial decision 
so far as the citizens is concerned. 
The justice himself signs the de­ 
nial of the writ but the basic 
judgment which has preceded it 
often comes from a young law 
clerk imbued with all sorts of 
ideas as to the role of the Supreme 
Court in the nation today. 
Just a week ago, the New York 
Times, in its Sunday magazine, 
had an article by a former law 
clerk to a Supreme Court justice 
who discussed very frankly the 
role played by the law clerks, 
many of whom come from the 
law schools imbued with the view­ 
point of the so-called 
“intellec­ 
tuals.” The article said: 


“Law clerks, then, generally as­ 
sist their respective justices in 
searching the law books and other 
sources for material relevant to 
the decision of cases before the 
court. 
“The clerks often present the 
fruits of their searches to their 
justices along with their recom­ 
mendations. They go over drafts 
of 
opinions 
and 
may 
suggest 
changes. They tend to see a lot of 
their justices and talk a great deal 
with them. And the talk is mostly 
about law and cases. 
“What is more important, the 
way to the justice’s mind* was al­ 
ways open. 
There was 
always 
someone—fresh from the immer­ 
sion in ideas that marks a law 
school and law review career- 
poised at the justice’s elbow, will­ 
ing and able to do intellectual 
combat.” 
In baseball, anybody making de­ 
cisions on the field of play must 
appear in uniform as an umpire 
and has to be seen. There are 
no invisible umpires. 


CERTAINLY when a lawyer has 
argued his case and submitted it 
to the Supreme Court justices, he 
ought to have a right of rebuttal 
against any new points raised by 
“law clerks,” especially some of 
those remarkable “footnotes” in 
Supreme Court opinions which have 
introduced new material of a con­ 
troversial nature never brought up 
when the case itself was aruged. 
Another former law clerk 
a 
Supreme Court justice, 
writing 
last December in U.S. News h 
World Report, said: 
“After conceding a wide diversi­ 
ty of opinion among the clerks 
themselves and further conceding 
the difficulties and possible inac­ 
curacies inherent in political cat­ 
aloguing of people, it is none tide­ 
less fair to say that the political 
cast of the clerks as a group was 
to the ‘left’ of either the nation 
or the court. 
“Some of the tenets of the “lib­ 
eral’ point of view which com­ 
manded the sympathy of a ma­ 
jority of the clerks I knew were: 
Extreme solicitude for the claims 
of Communists and other criminal 
defendants, expansion of federal 
power at the expense of state 
power, great sympathy toward any 
government regulation of busi­ 
ness—in short, the political philos­ 
ophy now espoused by the court 
under Chief Justice Earl Warren.” 
Surely the Senate of the United 
States ought to examine the whole 
law-clerk 
system 
to 
determine 
whether perhaps these “clerks" 
should be given “umpire status,” 
or at least classified as "assistant 
justices.” Perhaps, instead of let­ 
ting them change from year to 
year, Congress should provide per­ 
manent assistants to the justices 
and require that among their qual­ 
ifications should be actual experi­ 
ence on the bench ir trial courts. 
For if the law clerks play such a 
vital part in the making of the 
supreme law of the land, some­ 
thing more ought to be known by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee as 
to the method of their selection and 
the limits of their judicial ac­ 
tivities.

The mountain climbers’ explana­ 
tion tha* they shinny up sheer 
slopes because the slopes 
are 
there, 
challenging 
someone 
to 
climb them, goes for the peaks 
and valleys of economics, too. 
The idea is to climb higher than 
anyone else ever climbed and per­ 
chance to have a mishap that will 
make it obligatory for rescuers to 
risk life and limb to pick up the 
pieces. 
What everybody is hoping to at­ 
tain is economic euphoria — a 
sense of supreme well-being like 
the successful mountain climber’s 
sense of triumph when he teeters 
precariously on the peak and plants 
a flag to prove he was there. 
Whereupon, with no place to go 
but back down where he came 
from, the mountain climber inches 
his way back to the valley and 
“saucers out,” as they say about 
the descent from economic peaks 
when the climbers touch bottom. 
But whereas the mountain climb­ 
er thinks he is lucky to get down 
alive and live to climb again, the 
economic euphorist of the 20th cen­ 
tury regards each descent as a 
failure, the same as he regards 
as failure anything short of scal­ 
ing the peaks, each one higher 
than the one before. 
He yearns to take up permanent 
residence on the highest peak he 
can reach and use some version 
of an economic sky-hook to go up­ 
ward from there. The trip back to 
the valley has become not only a. 
pain in the neck but an admission 
of economic inadequacy. 
The economic mountain climber 
apparently wants to keep right on 
going 
into 
outer 
space; 
he 
would not even settle for a per­ 
manent earth orbit, which would 
mean he never could go any high­ 
er than he has been before and 
eventually might succumb to grav­ 
ity and return to earth. 
This would not be so bad in itself 
—no worse, certainly, than th e 
attempt to run a three-minute mile 
now that the four-minute mile is 
commonplace, or the urge to fly 
2,000 miles an hour in a plane aft­ 
er having flown 1.000 miles an 
hour. 
But ifs the rule that mountain 
climbers must be rescued when 
they get into trouble that’s prov­ 
ing troublesome. The rescuers are 
expected to pile out of bed and 
drop on their gear at a moment’s 
notice — and all of them do not 
share the mountain climbers’ en­ 


thusiasm for teetering on dizzy 
ledges and fishing in deep crev- 
vasses for the bodies of climbers 
in trouble. 
They wonder, sometimes, If it 
might not make more sense to 
reach 
an 
agreement with the 
climbers to stay within the limita­ 
tions of their climbing ability and 
thereby cut down the rescue work. 
They wonder, sometimes, if the 
climbers’ momentary elation when 
they teeter on the peak is worth 
the grief caused when they fall 
kerplunk into a crevasse or have 
fainting spells from breathing too 
much of the thin air of inflation. 
They wonder, although knowing 
there is nothing they can do about 
it. As long as the slopes are there, 
the climbers will shinny up them or 
bust — and when they bust the 
rescue squads will pick up the 
pieces. It’s a law of nature, no 
less. Strap on the gear and rush 
to 
the 
rescue! 
The 
mountain 
climbers are in trouble again.
